REFUSED TO RETURN TO HIM 


8ix-Year-0ld D aughter W as a W itness: 


to Tragedy, W hich Occurred In th e ' 


F ront Yard of H er Home. 


Lewistown, Pa., Sept. ll. — Frank 
Brannon, fifty-two years old. Is dead 
and his wife, Annette, fifteen years Ilia 
junior, is in the Lewistown hospital, 
hovering between life- and death from 
a bullet wound in her left breast and 
an o th er through bet head as the result 
of th e suicide and attem pted m urder 
enacted here. 
Brannon and hig wife, nee Miss An­ 
n ette Pearson, w ere married twenty 
years ago and seemed to live happily 
until five years ago, when tho husband 
becam e eccentric and would pile the 
fu rn itu re into one room ami order the 
family to leave. He would walk the 
door for a night complaining of the 
high cost of living, until his wife took 
th e two youngest children and retu rn ­ 
ed to the home of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard Pearson, farmers in 
the eastern end of the county. 
The eldest son. Bruce, then a lad of 
fourteen, acted as 
peacem aker and 
prevailed upon the m other to return 
on the strength of the father s pledge. 
T hey again separated three months 
ago and Mrs. Brannon took up her 
residence 
on 
Valley street, where 
B rannon is said to have accused his 
wife and threatened the lives of sev­ 
eral men. 
S aturday evening he sent Mrs. John 
Franklin as an em issary to try and 
persuade her to return, but without 
result. When Mrs. Brannon returned 
from a late shopping trip she found 
her husband in the front yard, and he 
Im m ediately begari pleading with her 
to com e back aud do what was right 
for the sake of their children. 
She 
m ust again have refused, for three 
shots were Areel In rapid succession 
and the woman was seen to fall, and 
the six-year-old daughter, a witness to 
th e tragedy, scream ed; 
“ My poor m am m a is killed.” 
T h ere was another shot imm ediate­ 
ly following th e child's scream, and 
B rannon fell, his h e a d resting almost 
against that of his wife. 
Brunnon died while being transfer 
red from a trolley ta t to the hospital 
and 
his body 
was returned to the 
m orgue to awalt th e claim of rela 
tives.

W ashington, Sept. l l . —The United 
States is (acing the most serious sugar 
fam ine in years. Tile refineries have 
practically no stock on hand; there 
h«s been alm ost no trading in any­ 
thing but seconds tin the New York 
mal KH tor weeks; the refiners find it 
impossible to obtain any more of the 
big European surplus they counted on, 
and the tall crop for th e United States 
t h r e a t e n * to show a serious dim inu­ 
tion under previous years. 
rl’lie price of sugar has been going 
up steadily for m onths; It bas risen 
I 
cents a pound in the last l^ew 
weeks, and the fall production not only 
will not tiring a drop in prices, but 
may be responsible for a continuation 
of the rise 
This is the situation, as summ ed up 
by sugar experts in the d e p a ^ u e u t of 
agriculture, afte-r field 
repoffff from 
ail sugar growing 
sections of this 
country, aud reports on the present 
condition of the m arget and estim ates 
on tin- am ount of sugar now held in 
stew k by tile various refineries. 
For the present scarcity of refined 
sugar the Rayne-Aldrich tariff, with 
its prohibitive tax on refined sugar, is 
held lo be indire< tly responsible. The 
principal reason for the stringency, 
ac cording to the sugar experts, lies in 
Hie action of European countries In 
taking care of an im m ense surplus 
production, much of which American 
ten n ers had e x a c t e d would be ship­ 
ped to this country.

T h at night the church was robbed 
of the silver service plate, and. search 
being made, It was fouud bid lu the 
barn on the farm to which young 
Hoyle had the day before come to an 
Inheritance, his father having died two 
year ngone. 
And there were those 
who averred th at they had seen Ed

carrying 
plunder 
from 
tbs 
church at dead of n ig h t 
So the young m an was tried before 
the Judge, 
and 
those persons 
who 
claim ed that they had seen him carry 
lug a load from the church swore to 
the fact, and Edm ond was sentenced 
to be hanged by the neck till he was 
d e a d 
Edmond was defended before the 
Judge by Montgomery, bls advocate, in 
this wise; 
“ Most worshipful sir. there it® a con 
splracy on tho part of Simon W inter to 
ruin my client, th at the said Wiuter 
may put aw ay a rival. 
This man, 
who has a farm and much cattle and 
sheep, did propose to F arm er Manuiug 
for his daughter, a comely wench, aud 
the proposal w as accepted by Farm er 
Manning. 
“T hen cam e the prisoner and on 
the day be was of age danced merrily 
with M argaret Manning, and Simon 
Winter, being Jealous, did hire men for 
pay to rob the church and place the 
plate In Edmond Hoyle’s barn, that he 
might m ake it appear that the sacri 
legs had been done by Hoyle, W inter 
having the Intent to Injure 
Hoyle 
that he should cease to be a rival for 
the band of M argaret Manning. 
"Therefore, I pray you, most wor­ 
shipful sir. to let my client go free. 
or lf you are not satisfied of bls In 
nocence he will willingly decide wheth 
er be or YViuter Is guilty of this sacri­ 
lege by deadly c o m b a t" 
But Winter, being no match for a 
young man. declined the co m b a t aud 
the Judge 
was constrained 
to pro­ 
nounce tb s accused guilty aud pass 
seutence upon bim. 
Then did M a rg a re t who was in the 
court, fall down in a awoon aud was 
carried to her father’s house. 
When the day cam e th a t Edmond 
Hoyle was to be executed the people 
in those part* c l u e to see. some in 
wagons, some on foot and some on 
horseback, the women riding on pit 
lions behind the men, so that a great 
crowd was collected. 
And there were 
present many friend* of Hoyle, who 
knew bim to be innocent of the crime 
charged against him. and they mur 
inured that be should be hanged for a 
crim e he bad not committed. 
Among 
the s(>ectatoni sat 
Farm er Manuiug 
and his wife and between them Mar 
garet, their daughter. 
And the people 
marveled greatly to see a maiden sit­ 
ting by the scaffold ou which the man 
she loved was to suffer death 
Hut 
near her sat Montgomery, who had 
spoken In Hoyle'* behalf before the 
magistrate. 
AU 
looked 
for 
Simon 
Wiuter, 
wondering 
m ayhap

would venture to attend the execution 
But he dare not come, fearing the 
people. 
Then cam e forth Edm ond Hoyle, be 
lug pale of countenance, but walking 
with a firm step and bead erect. 
Be 
fore the cap waa put over ilia face he 
stepped to the front of the scaffold 
su d spoke the words which all who 
are condemned to die may at the last 
m om ent say to the people 
But all he 
spoke w as that he was innocent. 
Then 
when 
the 
executioner 
was 
about to make ready for the hanging 
Montgomery looked at M argaret, aud 
•he. rising In her seat. said to the 
sheriff: 
“I claim this man In m arriage.” 
The people marveled, aud the slier 
ICP, paying no heed lo M argaret’s de 
mand. told the executioner to proceed. 
But up stands Montgomery and cries 
out with a loud voice: 
“ I protea! against the execution a* 
Illegal.” 
“ In w hat resjM*« t?“ asks the sheriff. 
"T here is an edict of our sov.-reign, 
King E dw ard IV., eoinmandin,' rhat 
ff a woman shall dem aud in m arriage 
any m an condemned to death he shall 
go free and be given to the woman.” 
And Montgomery took parchm ent to 
the sheriff and showed him the edict, 
and the sheriff read and ordered th at 
the 1 m o n e r bs given to Margaret. 
Tin a nil rose up and went to the 
church, 
consoled 
for 
not 
seeing 
a 
hanging by 
being given view of a 
wedding. 
But they w ere after all not 
satisfied w ithout a hanging, and when 
Simon W inter cam e to see what wa* 
In the wind they made a rush for him, 
und. taking bim to the scaffold, where 
all w as In readiness for such a specta­ 
cle. they hanged him Instead of his In­ 
tended victim. 
These things I have told not that I 
have heard them, but t**cnu*e I was 
present and saw them for myself.
